SUBJECT: GOVERNMENT CENTER; EASEMENT FOR MTA CONSTRUCTION 


The Cooperation Agreement between the BRA and 
the MTA was approved last February by the BRA and by 
the HHFA. 


Paragraph 6(a) of that agreement provides 
as follows: 


"BRA shall, upon written request by MTA 
before any construction work hereunder 
commences and from time to time there- 
after as may be necessary, grant to MTA, 
by appropriate instruments, such temporary 
or permanent underground and/or surface 
easements or other interests in property 
in the Project Area (to the extent such 
property is, at the time of such reguest, 
owned by BRA and cleared or otherwise 
amenable to MTA's proposed use thereof) 

as may be reasonably required by MTA 

for the construction, maintenance and 
operation of ... the new transit facilities 


The MTA has now awarded a construction contract 
for the new transit facilities subject to BRA approval. 
BRA approval of the construction contract is the subject 
of another memo submitted to you today. 


Before construction can begin, the BRA is 
required to grant easements as may reasonably be 
required by the MTA, 


Basically, the easement has two components: 
a@ permanent easement and a temporary construction 
easement. The permanent easement consists of the 
length and width of the subway line, plus 10 feet on 
either side of the subway walls for maintenance access, 
except where the subway line runs through land to be 
deeded later to the City Hall Government Center 
Commission. In this area, the easement is narrowed 
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The MTA has now awarded a construction contract 
for the new transit facilities subject to BRA approval. 
BRA approval of the construction contract is the subject 
of another memo submitted to you today. 
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required by the MTA, 
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easement. The permanent easement consists of the 
length and width of the subway line, plus 10 feet on 
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down to 4 feet on the side facing the City Hall 
building itself, The Government Center Commission, 
which has an important interest in the size and 
location of the proposed MTA easement has been working 
with BRA staff and MTA staff and has indicated their 
concurrence in the proposed easement. 


It is recommended that the Authority approve 
the easement and authorize the Development Administrator 
to execute the appropriate instruments. 


A proposed vote is attached. 
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VOTED: that the easement as shown on a plan 
dated January 7, 1963, and identified 
as L-a-1923865 is hereby approved and the 
Development Administrator is authorized 
to execute appropriate instruments granting 


the easement to the MTA. 
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
